To produce the quantity ef four which 
we bave shown our olty mills have the 
capecity of manufacturing, requires about 
22°0,000 bushels of wheat, which, at the 
prices which have ruled during the present 
season, weuld necessitate the disbursement 
of nearly $3,000,000, an item worthy oi 
consideration in estunating the commercial 
importance of our metropolis. Tht branch 
of business hae hitherto been held in cheak 
from the tact that Louisville has been ina 
great measure shut out from the 
ol the wheat-producing States north of the 
Ohio. This difficulty ceases with the 
completion of the bridge over the 
Ohio, when it is fair {0 anticipate «a acw 
era in the four aad grain trade of Lou's. 
ville will begin. The grain trade, though 
emalil compared with some other Western 
cities, is by no means unimportant or 
insignificant. The city boasis of a num- 
ber of firms engaged in the trade, the ag- 
gregete of whose operations swell to 
milliens of bushels annually, extending to 
Indiana, Illinois, Tennessee and Missouri, 
end who only await the completion of the 
great reilroad highway over the Ohio to 
make Louisville the distributing point for 
Western cereals. 

As a cotton market, Louisville has, dur- 
ing the past few years, won national neto 
riety. Having inaugurated daily cotion 
sales at auction, extensive warehouses 
have been opened, buyers from a distance 
have been attracted, and the prices ob- 
tained have been uniformly satiafactory. 
Immense quantities of the grees Southern 
staple are received by river and rail, and 
the business for the current season, though 
late in commencing, promises to assume 


factors. The demand for Kentucky bag- 
ging during the present season has been 
large. The product of Kentucky looma is 
estimated at fully 40,000 pieces, the 
largest portion of which has been sold 
in this market. Prices have been unusually 
remunerative, which will doubtless stim- 
ulate increased production and havé the 
effect of increasing the area of land devo- 
ted to bemp culture. The statistics from 
time to time drawn from official sources 
relative to the trade of Louisville in dry 
goods, clothing, hardware, boots and shoes, 
groceries, etc., indicate clearly the rapid 
strides the city is making tn securing ber 
full share of the trade of the South 
and Southwest. No retrograde move 
ment is probable or possible; on the 
contrary, new forces will be put 
in operation, and new
